Teachers: 
Nothing is 
for free 


TO THE EDITOR 

In the spring of 1998, the 
state legislature approved a 
new retirement package for 
teachers. This retirement 
package was a wonderful 
benefit to public educators in 
the State of Illinois. 

It allowed teachers, who 
would have had to work 38 
years, to retire now with full 
benefits at 34 years. This 
retirement package was 
supported by both the Illinois 
Education Association and the 
Illinois Federation of 
Teachers, the latter which 
represents teachers in our 
district. 

Both our legislature and 
union lobbyists knew that this 
retirement package could be 
achieved only with additional 
cost to someone. To cover 
these costs, the legislators did 
what they have done on 
previous occasions. They 
passed some of those costs on 
to Boards of Education, and 
they passed on some of the 
costs to teachers who receive 

the benefit. It was the state 
legislature, not the Board of 
Education, who placed the 1 
percent cost of this new 
retirement system on active 
teachers. 

This was a similar scenario 
to what the state legislature 
did three years ago when the 
medical insurance program for 
retired teachers was in deep 
financial trouble. At the time, 
the legislature mandated that 
teachers who currently were 
working would have one-half of 
1 percent of their salary 
deducted and used to stabilize 
the medical insurance program 
for retired teachers. 

It is important to remember 
that the state, not the local 








Board of Education, made the 
decision that teachers were to 
pay for improved and 
enhanced retirement 
In addition to approving the 
new retirement system, the 
legislature left a provision in 
place from the old teacher 
retirement system, which 
creates a tremendous liability 
for local school districts. When 
a teacher retires under the 
new system at age 55 with 
years of service, the distric 
required to pay a penalty to 
the Teachers’ Retirement 
System equal to the teacher’s 
last year’s salary. In our 
district, this means that for 
every teacher who retires this 
year, we will write a check for 
$56,000 to the Teachers’ 
Retirement System. Over the 
next three years, our potential 
total liability for retired 
teachers will be $562,055 in the 
1989-99 school year, $1,121,881 
in the 1999-2000 school year 
and $1,250,681 in the 2000-2001 
school year 
In the final analysis, there is 
a price to pay for each new 
benefit. Less than three 
months ago, the Illinois 
Federation of Teachers helped 
to pass the new and costly 
retirement system for teachers 
by agreeing that their 
membership would pay their 
share of the costs. It seems 
they have rather short 
memories. Nothing is free in 
life, and our teachers cannot 
always count on the Board of 
Education to pay the full cost 
of a new retirement benefit

The roots of the St. Louis 
National Charity Horse Show 
date to 1856, when the St. 
Louis Fair had a nationally 
acclaimed horse show. The 
show gained so much steam 
and was so popular that it was 
the inaugural event in 1929 at 
the Arena on Oakland Avenue 
in St, Louis 

Only six years later, though, 
organizers realized that it was 
becoming increasingly 
expensive to have the horse 
show at the Arena, and it 
became defunct for nearly 43 
years. The show was revived 
in 1978 because of the desire of 
several “horse people” who 
made it a priority. Four 
hundred horses from across 
the nation came to the first 
show; 1998 marks the 21st 
anniversary of the show’s 
re-establishment. 

More than 300 volunteers 
help give the show life, and 
their priority is transforming 
Queeny Park’s Greensfelder 
Arena — usually used as an 
ce rink — into a horse show 
ring, complete with almost one 
foot of dirt and stables for 
close ta 600 horses.

First, think about where 
you'll place the finished 
arrangement.

Selecting the flowers 

The height of the flowers 
in the finished piece should 
be one to one and a half 
times the height of the vase: 
The width should be in scale 
with the intended location 


Choose colors to 
coordinate with the room 
Complementary or accent 
colors are usually best for 
flower arrangements; for 
example, if a room's primary 
color scheme is burgundy 
and teal, design an 
arrangement with pink and 
soft yellow accent colors. 
Primary colors are less 
popular for arrangements, 
but will work. In addition, 
use a mixture of greens, 
from lacy, delicate ones to 
large, coarse greens. 


Building the arrangement 
There are two schools of 
thought when it comes to 
this phase. One is to 
position the greens first. 
Crisscross stems to forma 
network of support for the 
flowers. Once this 
framework is in place, 
position focal flowers to 
create width, breadth and 
height of the arrangement.

One flower, or a grouping 
of three flowers, should be | 
at the very top of the 
arrangement, acting as the 
pinnacle of the piece. Then, 
fill in spaces at the base, top, | 
edges and in between 
flowers with smaller, 
delicate filler flowers.

Breath of Simplicity 

A single flower in a vase is 
an elegant and simple 
version of flower arranging. 
It is most effective in small 
spaces or places where the 
focus is on a side or an 
accent area; for example, a 
small table next to a chair.

Flowers 


feast 


for furry fiends 


As most gardeners learn 
sooner or later, one person's 
flower fantasy is just a free 
feast to some furry fiend. 

Animal pest problems 
occur in all seasons of the 
garden, but fall and spring 
are peak periods for 
plunder. Luckily these 
seasons, and fall in 
particular, are also the best 
times for beleaguered 
gardeners to mount a 

lefense against foraging 
four-legged gourmands such 
as deer, squirrels, rabbits, 
voles, moles and other 
assorted animal pests 

In fall, a good garden 
clean-up tops the list of 
animal deterrents. After fall 
bulb planting, remove 
planting debris to rob 
squirrels of scent clues. It’s 
scent, after all, that guides 
them to their hidden stashes 
and to yours! They’re not 
relying on such memory 
cues as “‘three hops from 
the big tree on the left.” 

Also consider mulch. 
Mulch is useful to help 
retain soil moisture and 
maintain more constant cool 
soil temperatures. Apply 
mulch after weather turns 
cold. To mulch too soon only 
Satisfies small creatures, 
who find earth-warmed 
mulch a great cozy place for 
winter tunneling and nesting 

Who is it exactly that 
nibbling the nasturtiums 
devouring the daisies? 
Increasingly, in America, 
the culprits are likely to be 
deer. According to the New 
York Times ‘‘there are now 
more deer in the U.S. than 
when the Pilgrims landed in 
1620.”’ A population of 27 
million ranges across the 
land. And, increasingly, as 
the deer’s natural habitats 
are reduced by development, 
they are by no means 
restricted to remote 
woodlands. They’ve leaped 
into our back yards in what 
amounts in some parts of 
the country to a suburban 
invasion. 

Deer are the greatest 
threat in the spring when, 
after a hungry winter, they 
look for anything green, 
young and tasty. 

Rabbits have long been 
the vegetable gardener’s 
nemesis, but they’re happy 
to taste-test anything new 
and tender looking. Even if 
they really don’t love 
something, they just might 
chew on it for awhile to 
make sure. 

Squirrels and chipmunks 
are particular pests at fall 
flower bulb planting time. 
Count on them to promptly 
RSVP to fall garden parties 
serving tulip, lily or crocus 
bulbs but not daffodils which 
have a terrible taste. 
Especially popular are 

ardens littered with 

julb-scented debris, those 
little bags, the papery skins, 
and other tantalizing things. 

Special fans of tree and 
shrub roots are found 
underground. Moles, voles 
and mice are the biggest 
(actually smallish) culprits. 
They also like roots of 
succulent plants and flower 
bulbs. 

The groundhog, also called 
the woodchuck, is a tunnel 
master who finds any 
number of garden plants 
appealing both above and 
below the ground. 

To dispel any illusions at 
the outset: there is no magic 
bullet for the animal pest 
problem, save the 
sometimes tempting but not 
very humane option of 
actually sine ullets. The 
best one can hope for is an 
appropriate pest 
management solution. 

Pest control options 
basically fall into five major 
categories: 

Barriers 

Sensory deterrents 5 

Vegetative deterrents

Barriers 

Barriers are the most 
straightforward and many 
say the most effective 
deterrents. The strategy is 
to make it impossible for the 
critter to get to his dinner 

For deer, a fence is the 
best deterrent. A deer fence 
should be at least seven and 
a half feet high, and an 
additional overhang of 
chicken wire is a good idea. 
The most effective deer 
fence is a double fence. Deer 
can either jump something 
very high, or something 
very wide, but can’t do both 
at once. Two fences (one 
high and one moderately 
high) spaced about three 
feet apart are 
recommended. (Don’t worry, 
the deer see two fences and 
don’t jump, so they don’t get 
caught inside.) 

Garden centers and other 
retailers also carry various 
types of plastic fencing and 
netting that might be 
appropriate. It is also 
possible to have an electric 
anti-deer fence installed. But 
this isn’t recommended for 
areas where there are small 
children or close neighbors: 

For groundhogs and such, 
fences don’t need to be high, 
they need to be deep. About 
three feet deep should do the 
trick. 

Chicken wire is another 
favorite barrier material. 
This can be used to form a 
cage over young plants, or 
an underground cage in 
which to protect bulbs from 
burrowers. It’s perfectly 
acceptable to place a sheet 
of chicken wire right on top 
of the planting. The bulbs 
will be smart enough to find 
their way right through it. 

Some people take a casual 
(but very effective) 
approach when protecting 
bulbs from squirrels: they 
just throw on an old window 
sereen after planting and 
take it up once the ground _ 
has settled or frozen. 

Sensory Deterrents 

Of course with all the 
fencing and caging, some 
people think the whole thing 
is too much, turning the 
garden into an outdoor 
Alcatraz. So what else is 
there?

Andro, creatine 
under scrutiny 


You knew when a reporter 
revealed Mark McGwire’s 
use of the nutritional 
supplement androstenedione, | 
there would be reactions | 

Yet, prior to that story, | 
the National Federation of 
State High School 

Associations 
Sports 
Medicine 
Advisory 
Committee 
issued a 
position 
statement in 
9 response to 
the focus on 
food | 
supplements, | 
specifically 
creatine. 

It read 

School 
personnel and coaches 

should not dis; any 

drug, medication or food 
supplement except with 
extreme caution and in 
accordance with policies 
developed in consultation 
with parents, health-care 
professionals and senior 
administrative personnel of 
the school or school district 

“Use of any drug, 
medication or food 
supplement in a way not 
prescribed by the 
manufacturer should not be 
authorized or encouraged by 
school personnel and 
coaches. Even natural 
substances in unnatural 
amounts may have 
short-term or long-term 
negative health effects 

“In order to minimize 
health and safety risks to 
student-athletes, maintain 

ethical standards and reduce 
liability risks, school 
personnel and coaches 
should never supply, 
recommend or permit the 
usé of any drug, medication 
or food supplement solely 
for performance-enhancing 
purposes."’ 

Even if most high school 
athletes are not on ‘‘andro” 
or creatine (McGwire takes 
both), the Illinois High 
School Association is 
reminding its members to be 
wa 

No big deal? Consider that 
natural supplements are 

art of an $8 billion industry 

in the United States, and it’s 
big. 

Is McGwire wrong? As 
long as andro or creatine 
are legal, he intends to use 
them. On any level, what’s 
wrong with that? 

Again, abuse is the word 
If millions of youngsters 
wanted to be like Mike (do 
you remember Michael 
Jordan?) in basketball, 
who's to say how many 
more will emulate 
muscleman McGwire but to 
abuse? 

Legal or illegal, the 
current supplements have 
attracted concern. Andro 
has come under scrutinv 
because it is banned by the 
National Football League, 
the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association and the 
International Olympic 
Committee.
